Syria to continue 
role in Lebanon 

DAMASCUS. Feb. 18 (R) - 
Syria's new prime minister. Dr. 
Abdul Rauf Al Kasm said today 
Syria would maintain its peace- 
keeping role in Lebanon. 

Dr. Kasm, who took office on 
Jan. 15, said that Sy ria would “foil 
the plot to partition Lebanon” and 
bring stability and security to its 
neighbour. But he made no men- 
tion of the planned withdrawal of 
the Syrian peace-keeping force 
from Beirut. 

The statement outlined the new 
Syrian govern ment’s international 
and domestic policies. He reit- 
erated Syria's opposition to the 
peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel, and pledged to maintain its 
commitment to liberate all the 
occupied Arab territories. 

Dr. Kasm also announced his 
government's willingness to unite 
with any Arab . country which 
wanted such a union and" stressed 
that it would continue to support 
all efforts to boost Arab solidarity 
and common acl ion against Zion- 
sim and imperialism. ' 

Dr. Kasm pledged that his gov- 
ernment would continue to streng- 
then relations and cooperation 
with the socialist states, first and 
foremost the Soviet Union. 

He said Syria would also sup- 
port the non-aligned movement 
and develop it into a force that 
would fight Zionism and imper- 
ialism. 

The statement lashed out 
against "conspirators and 
saboteurs" who were linked with 
"Zionism and imperialism". It 
was apparently referring to the 
Muslim Brotherhood group, eight 
members of which were killed in a 
clash with security forces in the 
nonhem city of Aleppo early 
lodav.

The Jordan News Agency (JNA)

Israeli flag hoisted in Cairo 


CAIRO, Feb. IK tAgendes) -- 
Teh Israeli flag was hoisted over 
Israel's first embassy in the Arab 
World today to mark a new stage 
in the normalisation of relations 
with Egypt under the peace treat} 
signedTast year. 

But next door, at an Arab 
women's student hostel, wailing 
cries usually associated with fun- 
erals could be heard. Police barred 
reporters from the four-story hos- 
tel. 

One teen-aged girl low ered her 
head and another weeped openly 
as the Israeli flag was unfurled. 

"Oh. a black day rm father. - ' 
cried one girl ui the hostel but sec- 
urit\ men rushed inside, closed the 
, window shatters and apparently 
calmed down the girls. 

Other hostel girls stood at the 
balcony and watched the event 
with gloomy faces. 

The girls were mostly Pales- 
tinians and Jordanians studying in 
Egyptian schools and universities. 

Security measures were tough 
around the two-stores beige build- 
ing in Cairo's Dokki district with 
men perched on the surrounding 
buildings and the street in front 
kept clear of passers-by. 
Neighbours watched the short 
ceremony from windows and bal- 
"conies. 

In a short speech after the 
unveiling of the plaque which 
reads “Em bass}’ of Israel" in Heb- 
rew. Arabic and English. 
Minister-Designate Dr. Yosef 
Hadass said he hoped other Arab 
countries would join Egypt in 
making peace with Israel. 

"Let us hope that other Arab 
leaders will join the peace process 
which the leaders of both our 
countries have done so much to 
build for good neighbour!} rela- 
tions between our peoples." said 
the Syrian-born Israeli diplomat, 
who speaks Arabic. 

Dr. Hadass. who arrived \es- 
terday. will be heading the 
embass} until the arrival of the 
ambassador. Dr. Elishu Ben Eiis- 
sar. next Sunday. 

Dr. Ben Elissar will present his 
credentials to President Anwar 
Sadat two days later. 

At ihe same time Egyptian 
Ambassador-Designate Saad 
Munada will present his cre- 
dentials to Israel's President Yit- 
zhak Navon in occupied 
Jerusalem. 

Egyptian officials said he would 
also hand the Israeli president a 
protest note saying that Egypt 
does not recognise Jerusalem as 
Israel* s capital. 

Immediately after the cere- 
mony the embassy was open offi- 
cially for business. 

The occasion was played down 
‘by the semi-official Cairo press 
today. 

The influential Al Gomhouria 
newspaper ignored the occasion 
altoaetherT and the mass- 


circulation Al Akhbar referred to 
it in a seven-line report. 

The authoritative Al Ahram 
buried a similar seven-line item in 
one of its inside pages, and in an 
editorial criticised comments by 
Dr. Ben Elissar on the Israeli set- 
tlements policy. 

Al Ahram said Dr. Ben Elissar 
had declared that neither 
Washington nor Cairo should tell 
the Israelis where they should set- 
tle in the Jordan West Bank, and 
this was "an inappropriate start 
for his mission in Egypt." 

The two Egyptian opposition 
parties pledged to raise one mil- 
lion Palestinian flags in Cairo next 
Tuesday when the Israeli 
ambassador-designate presents 
his credentials. 

The main opposition Socialist 
Labour Party (SLP) hoisted three 
Palestinian flags at its main Cairo 
headquarters as the Starof David 
was untied on the other side of the' 
Egyptian capital. 

The SLP supported the peace 
treaty between Egypt and Israel 
but has opposed the exchange of 
ambassadors before full Israeli 
withdrawal from the Sinai Penin- 
sula and other Arab occupied ter- 
ritories. 

The left-wing Unionist Prog- 
ressive Party (UPP). which 
opposes the peace treaty, also said 
it would raise Palestinian flags and 
had applied for permission to 
stage a march to the presidential 
palace to present a petition to 
President Sadat. 

Four party members were" 
arrested in Cairo today while dis- 
tributing leaflets calling for a boy- 
cott of the Israeli embassy and 


Israeli goods; tourism, news- 
papers and books, a spokesman 
said. 

Eg\ ptiansexpressed mixed feel- 
ings of grief, indifference and 
relief as the Israeli flag was hoisted 
after more than 30 years of hos- 
tility. 

• "It is a sad day ” commented 
one pedestrian as Israeli dip- 
lomats sang the "Haiikva" 
(Israel's national anthem) from 
the embassy balcony after hoisting 
the flag. 

Mr. Mohammad Abdullah, a 
worker, pointed to the Israeli flag 
and said: "What flag is this?" 
When told about the event, he 
said: "1 doubt that it will bring 
peace to Egypt and other Arab 
countries.” 

Several others who walked by 
refused to make any comment. 
But few. however, described the 
event as "historic." 

"It is a great thing to have peace 
in rhe region. Nobody benefits 
from warsT" housewife Zeinab Ali 
said. 

A number of Egyptian foreign 
•ministry officials, including Mr. 
Midha’r AI Kadi, minister- 
designate and the second in com- 
mand of the Egyptian embassy in 
Tel Aviv, attended the ceremony 
but declined to make any com- 
ment. 

Dr. Hadass spoke in Hebrew, 
Arabic and English and was 
enthusiastically applauded by the 
few representatives of the Jewish 
community in Egypt, and Jewish 
American tourisfs. 

The Jewish community sent in 
four bouquets of flowers to weU 
come the opening of the embassy. 


was intended as a mark of growing 
Palestinian nationalism and lo 
protest against Israeli actions in 
occupied Arab land.

McHenry ends visit here 


Washington shelves world

THE HAG IT, Feb. 18 (R) - The United States has shelved plans to 
send lawyers to the world court to argue its case against Iran's 
detention of American hostages in Tehran, informed sources said 
today. State Department counsel Roberts Owen and Stephen 
Scfawebel had been scheduled to arrive in the Hague on Friday or 
Saturday. The sources said it was now not clear when they would 
come* 

Disclosure of the postponement of their trip coincided with the 
announcement by a U.N. spokesman in New York that both Iran and 
the United States had agreed to the composition of a U.N. commission 
lo investigate the alleged crimes of the deposed Shah. 

A deadline fixed by the court for Iran to present its defence on the 
embassy occupation passed today without any sign that the Iranian 
authorities were willing to accept its authority’. 

Reliable sources have reported that the U.N. commission would 
consist of Algeria's U.N. ambassador, Mr. Mohammad Bedjaoui, 
- French jurist Louis-Edmond Pettite, who is a judge oT the European 
Court of Human Rights, Sri Lankan lawyer Harry Jaye-wardene, Mr. 
Adib Daoudi of Syira, adviser to President Hafez Al Assad, and 
former Venezuelan ambassador to Washington Ad res Aguilar. 

Word of Iran's agreement to the composition of the commission 
came shortly after UJ5. Secretary of State Cyras Vance arrived at 
U.N. headquarters to discuss the hostage situation. 

The U.N. spokesman said the commission members would all 
• gather in Geneva shortly after Dr. Waldheim officially announced die 
setting up of the panel. The secretary-general would not himself go to 
Geneva.

AMMAN, Feb. 18 - The U.S. 
ambassador to the United 
Nations, Mr. Donald McHenry, 
left Jordan today after a three -day 
visit as pan of a seven-nation 
fact-finding tour in the Middle 
East. 

He crossed the Kina Hussein 
Bridge into the occupied West 
Bank and is scheduled to visit 
Israel for two days before wrap- 
ping up his tour in Tunisia. 

In occupied Jerusalem, Mr. 
McHeniv met Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Menachem Begin and oppos- 
ition leader Shimon Peres today to 
hear conflicting views on how to 
reach a comprehensive peace in 
the Middle East, the Associate 
Press reported. 

Mr. Begin reiterated his gov- 
ernment's expansionist views that 
Israelis had "right" to settle any- 
where in the occupied territories 
and that settlement were essential 
for Israeli security. 

Mr. Begin's spokesman. Mr. 
Dan Pattir. said the 75-minute 
meeting was a wide-ranging gen- 
eral discussion and "did not deal 
in operative matters." 

Mr. Begin also did not question 
Mr. McHenry about his remarks 
in Cairo that a “radical settlement 
policy” by Israel could trigger 
moves in the United Nations to 
change Resolution 242. the 1967 
document on which subsequent 
peace talks were based, AP said. 

• Mr. Peres told reporters he was 
critical of U.S. and Israeli gov- 
ernment policy that has failed to 
attract Jordan into peace talks. He 
explained the position of his 
opposition Labour Party that 
called for a partial Israeli with- 
drawal from the West Bank and 
the return of some areas to the 
Jordan. 

Mr. McHenry told reporters in a 
brief statement that his talks were 
"comprehensive and useful." 

”1 hope if will be veiy pro- 
ductive in terms of increasing and 
improving my ability to under- 
stand Israel's position," he said, 
refusing to answer questions. 

Mr. McHenry plans to meet 
Palestinians from the West Bank 
tomorrow and tour the occupied 

territory’* AP said. 

Yesterday Mr. McHenry met. 
with Prime Minister Sharif Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf, His Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan, Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Mr. 
Marwan AJ Qasem. 

Mr. McHenry's stop here coin- 
cided with calls at the United 
Nations by Jordan and Morocco 
for convening the U.N. Security 


Council to discuss Israeli set- 
tlement in the West Bank. 

Appropriately. Prince Hassan 
took the opportunity yesterday to 
provide Mr. McHenry with details 
about Israeli aggression, exploi- 
tation of natural resources and set- 
tlement in occupied Arab ter- 
ritory. 

He explained to the American 
ambassador how Israel is sys- 
tematically forcing Arabs off their 
land and diverting natural 
resources such as water for use by 
settling Israelis. 

"It is this aggression," Prince 
Hassan told Mr. McHenry, "that 
is causing the tension and insta- 
bility in The area." 

Prince Hassan's presentation 
was just one of several sessions 
Mr. McHenry had in Jordan. The 
previous day, within an hour of his 
arrival from Beirut. Mr. McHenry 
was received b> His Majesty King 
Hussein who reiterated Jordan's 
position on a solution to a just and 
comprehensive peace in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Reciprocally, Mr. McHenry 
repeated the United States pos- 
ition on an approach to Middle 
East peace, explaining that the 
Camp David accords are only a 
step toward peace and not neces- 
sarily the final result. Jordan 
rejects the Camp David approach 
because it does not specifically 
deal with ihe Palestinians as hav- 
ing national rights. 

A McHenry aide told the Jor- 
dan Times that "no new twists or 
turns came out of the talks." Mr. 
McHenry himself told reporters 
on arrival that he carried no mes- 
sages or new proposals but was 
here mainly to listen. 

Late that night. Mr. McHenry 
was afforded a chance to listen at 
length to Jordanian-Palestinian 
opinion of American policy in the 
Middle East. A select group of 
prominent local Palestinians held,

AMMAN, Feb. 18 (JNA) - The 
Prime Minister, Sharif Abdul

ONE characteristic of people in this part of the world is that 
they tend not to take themselves too seriously. More often 
than not. this is a good thing: the proportion of people in 
our societies who suffer from stress-related ailments such 
as heart attacks or nervous breakdowns is probably con- 
siderably less than in the frenetic-paced industrialised 
world. On the whole, it is not unhealthy that there are few 
exigencies which cannot be sorted out with a combination 
of patience, humour 3nd compromise. 

However, there are obviously certain matters for 
which such a relaxed approach is inappropriate. Every 
individual, every community, every country' confronts such 
deadly serious matters. For the Arab Nation as a whole, of 
course, there is no more paramount concern than the lib- 
eration of the occupied Arab homeland in Palestine and the 
early resolution of the Middle East conflict with peace, 
justice, honour and dignity. 

What prompts us to question the seriousness with 
which the Arab Nation approaches this sacred mission is 
the news that the Israeli flag was yesterday raised over the 
putative Israeli mission in Cairo— the first time that the Star 
of David has been unfurled over an Arab capital. 

It is not just the Jordanians and Palestinians living in a 
hostel next-door to where this event took place who must 
•have reacted to it with horror and shame. Arabs every- 
where must agree that, whatever shifts have occurred in the 
bilateral relationship between President Sadat’s gov- 
ernment in Egy pt and the rulers of Israel, nothing has 
changed in the Arab-Zionist conflict as a whole to merit the 
invitation of the enemy into our midst. 

That enemy still occupies our homeland, still sub- 
jugates our brothers and sisters, still tortures and represses 
our youth, still launches invasions against the territory of 
our sister states, still denies our Palestinian kin their right to. 
exist as free human beings on their own liberated national 
soil. Every day. in fact, these outrages against us intensify. 

The question is: what are we going to do about it? The • 
Baghdad and Tunis Arab summits produced a clear con- 
sensus on how the Arab World should proceed in reply to 
the Egyptian -Israeli entente: a realistic alternative 
approach to peace with justice must be devised and pre- 
sented to the international community; in the meantime, it 
was agreed, measures should be taken to try and convince 
the Egyptian leadership of the errors of their ways while at 
the same time maintaining solidarity with the Egyptian 
people. 

Now. however, we read that the British firm of Marks 
and Spencer is negotiating with the Egyptian authorities 
about opening a commercial enterprise in Egypt. This is the 
same firm, owned and managed by passionate Zionists, 
w hich not long ago was marketing underwear with the holy 
name of Allah inscribed on it in Arabic, and laughing up its 
sleeve at the Arab customers who, in defiance of a long- 
standing Arab boycott, were flocking to its store in Lon- 
don’s Oxford Street. 

This is a small, but we feel instructive, example of the 
extent to which we are not taking these things seriously 
enough. Perhaps the sight of the Zionist flag fluttering over 
Cairo will be enough to remind every Arab of his or her 
responsibilities. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Mosque is an extremely significant stop on the road 
courageous struggle they arc waging against the occupation and 
its policies of settlement and suppression. 

With the approach of the exchange of ambassadors between 
the Israeli enemy and the Sadat regime, the determination of our 
people in the occupied territories intensifies in its rejection both 
of the role of a victim and of that of the false witness — roles which 
the allies in Egypt and Israel want to impose on them. 

This is emphasised by the insistence of the occupation 
authorities on banning the convening of the conference by all 
possible means, including military force, as made clear by more 
than one Zionist source. The enemy realises that our people are 
trying through the conference in Al Aqsa and the continuous 
escalation of their heroic resistance to make the world hear their 
voice, which rejects the Camp David accords, accords which deny 
them their simplest legitimate rights. 

Naturally, the enemy will resort to all means to ban the 
conference, and it may achieve what it wants— but we wonder 
whether this will make our people bow and accept the role Sadat 
and his partners want for them. 

AL DUSTOUR: Kuwait yesterday rejected a LT.S. call for the 
creation of a defence pact among Islamic countries to confront 
any Soviet threat to one of its members. 

It is not that Kuwait rejects military cooperation with Arab 
and Islamic nations but because the call came from Washington it 
made it look as though the projected pact will operate under U.S. 
tutelage. 

The Arab and Islamic nations know how to defend their 
sovereignty and independence, and do not need any preaching on 
this from Washington. The Arab and Islamic nations realise that 
the danger does not come only from one side. 

The United States, which planted Israel in the midst of the 
Arab nation and continues to support it with destructive no less a 
danger to the Arab and Islamic nations. It is to be recalled that the 
U-S" has recently threatened to use force and to occupy" the oil 
fields in the Gulf region. 

The Arab and Islamic countries realise that their inde- 
pendence and well-being depend on following a non-aligned pol- 
icy. For allowing one big power into the region means an invi- 
tation for the other to enter and this is incompatible with the 
non -aliened stand »n the A rah nation adheres. 


AMMAN, Feb. 18 (JT) - The 
Ministry of Education is reported 
to be seriously considering charg- 
ing tuition for classes in gov- 
ernment secondary schools. The 
purpose of such charges would be 
to increase the ministry’s revenues 
to help finance programmes for 
improving educational standards. 

Hitherto students in the 
elementary, preparatory and sec- 
ondary classes in government 
schools paid no tuition fees. They 
were, however, required to pay- 
registration fees and buy their own 
books. 

A projected plan for the next 
ten years currently under con- 
sideration also calls for abolishing 
specialisation in the second and 
third classes of secondary school 
in literary and scientific streams. 
The plan suggests unifying basic 
subjects studied in both streams. 
These subjects, according to 
Ministry sources will be: Arabic 
and English, mathematics, sci- 
ences and social studies.

prison.” he added. 

Dr. Shafiq explained that every 
teacher is required to carry a cer- 
tain number of hours a week 
according to the cy cle (level) he is 
teaching. For secondary' school it 
is 22 hours: for preparatory, 24 


hours and for elementary, 26 
hours. The law outlining these 
hours, tbe spokesman added, is 
not new. 

Because of a shortage of class- 
room space, however, some 
teachers do not carry a full load. 
The ministry would like principals 
to manage their administration in 
such a way that these teachers can 
use their extra hours to teach 
activities and hobbies to students. 
Teachers carrying a full load are 
encouraged to do the same sort of 
leaching. They will be paid over- 
time for doing so. 

“We want pupils to stay a longer 
time in school, but we do not want 
them to be idle — they should be 
able to take part in activities tbat 
will give them experience," the 
source explained. “Every prin- 
cipal is authorised to make up his 
own schedule," he continued, and 
the success of such a programme

“I travel in 
villagers throughout Syria to check 
the performance of art instruc- 
tors," he said- "Whenever 1 see an 
interesting group of villagers, l 
stop and sketch them rapidly."’ 



Greens, bines, purples and aquas 
are Mended into a geometridsed 
version of the old city of Aleppo by 
Mamdouh Kashtlan. 

Whether it ' be the Kanawat- 
quarter of Damascus, where his 
family home stood, the flat roof- 
tops of Baghdad or the minarets of 
Aleppo, his street scenes are out- 
standing. His treatment of Syrian 
women and regional trends in 
fheir costumes is not without 
humour— and is certainly some- 
thing collectors of Arab an 
shouldn't miss. In general, the 
colours and subjects of his work 
impart a happy feeling. An excep- 
tion is one oil depicting several 
children whose skins are a grey- 
green hue: they stand huddled 
together staring at a dead child in 
the foreground. 

“This portrays the most 
unhappy incident in my career as 
an inspector." he said*. “In early 
iy73 I had driven to the region of 
Dera'a and arrived at the village of 
Da'el just after The Israelis had 
bombed the school. Twelve chil- 
dren had been killed. The fear of 
the surviving children was grotes- 
que; the scene still haunts me." 


Mr. Kashelan is close to chil- 
dren through his work and he has 
strong views on the subject of their 
education. He noted that in Syria's 
public schools, art instruction 
begins in the fourth grade, with 
pupils receiving three class hours 
per week. Fifth and sixth graders 
receive two hours of an weekly 
while sevenrh. eighth and ninth 
graders receive three hours 
weekly. Tenth graders receive one 
hour of an instruction per week. 

"It's the I ith and 1 2th graders 
who should be receiving 
instruction— instead they're bon- 
ing up on the hard sciences." he 
said. “Students who then qualify 
to enter the Fine A ns College of 
Damascus University must start 
instruction from the beginning 
after a two-year lapse." 

It might be added thai nonethe- 
less, the amount of free an instruc- 
tion offered in Syria's public 
schools is impressive. 

Mr. Kashelan qualified his cri- 
' licism by continuing: “We need 
better ari leachers in elementary 
schools. If the child's talents are to 
be developed fully, he must have a 
teacher who can teach him 
perspective, who can direct his 
consciousness. If the teacher has 
no talent and finds it difficult to 
draw a straight line, he's not going 1 
to bring much out in his pupils. 


“Again, we have more than 
enough aspiring artists in Syria. 
What we need are gifted ones. 
Above all. I think artists must con- 
tact each other and exchange 
ideas. Even the most talented 
painter would never get anywhere 
if he isolated himself in an attic 
and never viewed the works, 
ideas, techniques and schools of 
.other artists. 

“That's why I felt I made real 
progress in 1 971 when I called the 
first conference in Damascus of 
the Federation of Arab Artists 
and representatives from seven 
rountries attended. The next year, 
ideas were exchanged among 
artists of ten Arab countries. I’m 
sure all of us were enriched by the 
ideas, approaches and concepts 
we discussed. 

“In this sense." he concluded. 
“I feel that Ebla Gallery is an 
instrument to further an in Syria 
because if mil he a centre for 
artists to congregate, and will also 
be a showcase of their works to the 
public. 

“In Rome— in addition to the 
state galleries— there are 4tl0 pri- 
vate galleries that change their 
exhibits even 10 days. Imagine- 
the volume of talent! In Damas- 
cus. we have the National 
Museum and A! Sha'b. which 


serve as state galleries. Artists 
need also to be exposed in private 
galleries and I shall welcome com- 
petition if it will further the 
development of Syrian art ” 

Even longtime residents of 
Damascus are bound to have dif- 
ficulty finding Ebla Gallery', which 
is in (he basement of Mr. Kashe- 
lan's residence. Drive north on 
Salihieh Street to the Italian Hos- 
pital. turn left and then turn right 
■ at the first intersecting street. Rue 
Zahrawi. A sign in Arabic marks 
the building, which is on the east 
side of the street. The residence 
telephone number is 779-794. 

The gallery isopen to the public 
from 5 to S p.m. daily, except Fri- 
days. 


British pianist establishes 
rapport with Ammanites

AMMAN, Feb. 18 — Richard 
Deering's concert at the British 
Council tonight was, in a word, 
popular. Besides being a talented 
pianist, Mr. Deering possesses 
what a twentieth century enter- 
tainer should never be without, 
the craft of showmanship. 

After leaping enthusiastically 
onto the platform, Mr. Dee tine 
presented his “verbal programme 
notes" and succeeded in his 
avowed purpose of establishing 


"some kind of rapport with the 
audience.” Thanknilly. Mr. Deer- 
ing's showmanship did not inter- 
fere in any way with his. per- 
formance at the piano, and his 
rendition of Beethoven's sonata. 
Opus number 26. made the point 
clear. 

Mr. Deering modestly effaces 
himself so completely in his cotw 
ve> ancc of the composer's feelings 
that one almost forgets his pre- 
sence. The third movement, the 
“funeral march upon the death of 
a hero" (Napoleon's self- 
crowning), soars with Beethoven's

AMMAN. Feb. 18 — Rosen- 
montagi or Rose Monday to the 
uninitiated, was celebrated at the 
Goethe Institute this afternoon 1 
with a party held for more than 
forty children of various 
nationalities — including, natur- 
ally. German and Jordanian. 

The children, aged six to twelve 
years, all had one thing in com- 
mon: they were disguised by the 
fruits of their artistic labours 
achieved in workshop sessions 
held this week and last at the 
centre — highly individual brightly 
coloured hand-made masks which 
it is the tradition to wear on this 
annual festive occasion in West 
Germany. To be more precise, this 
is the tradition in certain parts of 
West Germany, namely in the 
Rhineland and Bavaria — strongly 
Catholic areas of the country 


where religious customs are more 
strictly observed than in the Pro- 
testant north. Dr. Richard 
Schmied. director of the institute, 
explained to the Jordan Times. 

Dr. Schmied theorised that 
Rosenmontag' s origins are partly 
Christian and partly pagan, ft 
marks the end of a carnival season 
which starts every year in 
.November, at 1 1 minutes past the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh day 
of the eleventh month. Rosen- 
monlag immediately precedes 
Shrove Tuesday and Ash Wed- 
nesday, the first day of Lent (the 
Christian 40-day fast before Eas- 
ier). 

Mrs. Barbara Hartmann, who 
organised the children's work- 
shops. explained thai Rosen- 
montag is a day “when you can be 
as crazy as you like." Large pro- 
cessions are held throughout the 
South and West of Germany, with 
political and social satirical 


themes often featured. It is day 
when people can say and do what 
they want without fear of being 
punished (since they cannot be 
Te cognised), a tnidilion which has 
lost much of its significance in 
modem day democratic Germany. 

It also gives everyone the 
opportunity to take on another 
identity for one day. to be any- 
thing from a prince to a devil. ' 

The children, who with Mrs. 
Hartmann's help had made masks 
based on a frame of chicken wire 
onto which newspaper had been 
stuck and then painted, had cho- 
sen a number of disguises ranging 
from clowns to animals -- not Ihat 
their masks necessarily resembled 
anything like.their original fanev. 
As Mrs. Hartmann observed, 
although a child wanted to be, for 
example, a princess, through ihe 
vagaries of the chicken wire's our 
will, what might have been a prin- 
cess looked more like a witch. 


bitterness and the finale, a sort of 
silly giggle, clearly evinces under- 
tones of despair. 

Mr. Deering next told the audi- 
ence that the man he considers the 
"Beethoven of British con- 
temporary music” — his s> nony m 
for unrecognised genius— is Tip- 
pett. Reading aloud a short para- 
graph in which Tippett explains 
the structure of his second sonata, 
which docs not have a classical 
sonata form. Mr. Deering added 
that he needed a page-iumer since 
he does not have eleven hands, ten 
being needed to play the piece. 

I wouldn't be so rash as to con- 
firm \lr. Deering’s judgment of 
Tippett, but certainly there is in 
his music more coherence than in' 
certain other contemporary 
works. Though one is. left breath- 
less at the end. there is at least the 
feeling of having participated in 
the race— which, by the way. was 
embellished by a tew acrobatics, 
such as rudning the hand in a slide 
up and down (he keyboard, and 
lightning fast crossing and recros- 
sing of The arms. 

After the intermission and a 
very enjoyable execution of a 
Ravel sonatina, Mr. Deering pre- 
sented the Sonata in A minor, 
opus 143. by Schubert, who he 
says is one of his three favourite 
composers, the other two being 
Liszt and Brahms. To Mr. Deer- 
ing. the third movement is “ter- 
rifying in its emotional impli- 
cations.” But. at least as he 
renders it. Schubert is definitely 
less tcrrifving than Tippett. 

Mr. Deering told the Jordan 
Times how happy he was with the 
audience: they did not talk all 
through as they did during his lust 
concert in Amman three years 
ago. To say the least, the audience 
was also happy with him.

“very frank and open” discussions 
with the ambassador, the aide 
said. 

The identities of the Pales- 
tinians have not been disclosed, 
but a source said none are mem- 
bens of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation, which the U.S. 
refuses to recognise until it accepts 
U.N. Resolution 242. 

One Palestinian at the dinner 
later told the Jordan Times that 
the group explained the Pales- 
tinian view that their people's 
plight must be dealt with fully and 
in a just manner which includes 
explicit recognition of their 
national rights. He added that Mr. 
McHenry was told this must come 
soon, before more Israeli aggres- 
sion is committed thereby pushing 
ihe timetable foracheiving a com- 
prehensive peace further back. 

But the Palestinians was admit- 
tedly disappointed with the dis- 
cussions because they seemed to 
have little or no effect on the 
American ambassador's attitude 
toward the Palestinian problem, 
he said. “We had very nice dis- 
cussions but it's all pointless, 
because nothing will change.” he 
said. 


Yesterday, Mr. McHenry again 
was educated on Jordanian opin- 
ion of American foreign policy. At 
a luncheon held in the ambas- 
sador's honour, several of Jor- 
dan's cabinet members expressed 
their views on the United States 
handling of Middle East issues and 
on its reaction to developments in 
Afghanistan, a source said. 

Last night, Mr. McHenry had 
the opportunity to both listen and 
respond to local prominent per- 
sonalities at Jordan's World Affair 
Council. He addressed the group 
on the United States perspective 
on the United Nations in the 
lySOs, and then fielded questions, 
all pointed and some emotional, 
for over an hour. 

Though the Council meetings 
are closed to the press, observers 
said afterwards they were impre- 
ssed with Mr. McHenry's dip- 
lomatic finesse in responding to 
questions with non-answers. 

When confronted with the idea 
that the U.S. is applying a double 
standard by attacking the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan while 
tolerating Israeli intervention in 
Arab territory, the observer said 
Mr. McHenry disclaimed the 
comparison as not be mg" an exact 
analogy." But his supportive logic. 


the observer said, was difficult to 
follow. 

Asked whether the U.S. rec- 
ognises Palestinian national 
rights, the American ambassador 
reportedly said that the Camp 
David agreements were purposely 
written to say the Palestinian 
question must be resolved fully. 
But further interpretation was not 
offered. 

•One observer seemed to sum up 
the feeling of the group after the 
discussions. “Once again we have 
received an American diplomat," 
he said, "and once again we have 
been told, ‘This is American fore- 
ign policy. Take it or leave it."

Since West has 
length in clubs, he is 
probably short in some suit, 
.most likely spades. But even 
in the absence of an overcall 
by West, the proper play 
would be to take the trump 
finesse! 

The danger of the hand Is 
not the loss of a trump trick. 
The real menace is misguess- 
ing trumps and then having 
the lead come through the 
king of diamonds. If East can 
be kept off lead, that card 
cannot he attacked profitably 
and, against normal distribu- 
tion, the contract is safe. 
Even if the spade finesse 
loses to West, the defenders 
can do no better than collect 
a trump trick, a club and a 
diamond. 

Declarer should win the 
opening club lead, cross to 
the king of spades and lead a 
trump to the jack. When this 
holds, declarer draws the last 
trump and sets up hearts 
with a ruff. Now he concedes 
a trick to ■ West's marked 
queen of clubs. Whether 
West takes the ace of 
diamonds or not, he cannot 
score more than one trick in 
that suit. Proper play has 
earned South an over trick. 

Note that if declarer had 
played for the drop, he would 
have been defeated. East 
would ruff the third round of
